HUNGARIAN SCIENTISTS 
HELP BEEKEEPERS 

Hungarian sclent lsls have 
completed their experiments In 
selection of domestic boos, iho 
MTI nowa agency teporls. In 
the coiirso of tlic-lr leu years of 
wotk, llioy examined about 
I i.i If n million bees from almost 
all Hie towns and villages m 
lhe republic. This has allowed 
them lo Mini out where lhe 
healthiest, strongest, and lhe 
rnflsl biologically active bee 
families live. These are Ihc pop- 
ulations that biologists suggest 
should he used for Lhe renova- 
tion of bee families. The meth- 
od used Is very simplo — iho 
aplarlsis simply replace lhe 
queen hoe with lhe superior 
breed. 

MAGNETIC ENGINE 

Yoshlro Sa|L a Japanese sci- 
entist from Kobe University, 
has built a model of a seago- 
ing vessel which has an elect- 
ric magnet for an engine. Mo- 
tion occurs as a result ol Inter- 
action between the magnetic 
field Induced by the electric 
magnet and the magnetic field 
which appears In sea water un- 
der the action of electric cur- 
rent. During tests a model ves- 
sel equipped with a magnetic 
motor travelled at a speed of 
1.35 knots. Tha model Ib 
3.6 melros long, 0.7 metres 
wide and weighs 700 kilogram- 
mes. The electromagnetic pro- 
pulsion plant consumes lea fuel 
and occupies much less space 
than a conventional ship's en- 
gine. Sail believes that It could 
be used In submarines, cargo 
vessels and In tugs for trans- 
porting platforms for underwa- 
ter drilling.

Yu. Kopcffflshy and N. Sergeyev write tn the EKONOM1- 
C1IUSKAY A GAZETA that most bourgeois economists pre- 
dicted a subsfnnl/al grow Hi ol ihe G NP in Western countries 
lor 1983, In reality, however, the G NP grew In 1083 only by 
2 par cent which, according to Western expet Is, Is 50 per 
coni less than lhe growth needed for /coding (ho Western 
economy out ol the "ton-year period of great depression". 

As Is generally known, in 1980 Induslr/nl output fn ad- 
vanced cuplte/lsi countries dropped by one par coni, after 
which followed a rlso ol 0.6 per ecu! ter a shOr( period ol 
time. In 1032 this figure dropped by 4 per cent. In 1903 fn- 
duslrfnl oufpuf rose by 3 per cenf and so did not reach 
(lie pro-cr/sfs level. As for the army ol oiltclally registered 
labless, It grew by 11 per cenl fn the past year and reached 
30 million ns agcri/isf 2d million in 1032.

Since the time the CDUfCSU-VDP crime to power, writes

Some 6.4 million people 
were subfccied to various loyally checks. More than 6,700 
people becamo victims ol the ban on professions. Honest and 
rcspeciab/e people are dragged to courts, discharged or 
demoted. 

FRANCE AND 'EUROMISSILES' 

The deployment of new American nuclear missiles fn BlU- 
atn, Italy and West Germany has aroused much controversy 
In Fiance, stresses Z, Arsenyev fn the SOV1BTBKAYA ROS- 
8IYA newspaper. Analysing the foreign policy ol the Fran- 
cois Mitterrand government in this respect one cannot help 
noticing Its contradictory nature ond the heterogeneous base 
on which this government rests. On the one hand, France 
favours continued development ol pan-European cooperation 
and has repeatedly refected attempts by Washington and 
NATO to draw her Into a " crusade “ against socialism and an 
economic boycott against the USSR. 

On fhe other hand, Parts hacks the NATO decision on 
"rear moment" and deployment ol American nuclear missiles 
In Western Europe, fiuf fhe ordinary French are opposed to 
this, as the drive ter peace and disarmament Is Increasingly 
gaining momentum ihe Prance, the newspaper points out.

A consignment of bay leaves, 
the Hrst of the season, has been 
shipped to the Khoishl special- 
ized factory In Georgia. The 
leaves are used to produce oil, 
an Indispensable Item In the 
medical, perfume, cosmetic, and 
food Industries. 

An expansion of laurel plan- 
tations Is envisaged by district 
agroindustrial associations in 
the future. 

At present, laurel is given 
in Georgia an area covering up- 


wards of six thousand hectares. 
The most popular variety Is tho 
broad-leaved type, called '"Gru- 
zinsky" which was bred In Geor- 
gia. The laurels are planted ac- 
cording to a new method which 
makes possible a twofold In- 
crease In crops and the mechani- 
zation of cutivallon between 
rows. 

This year, Georgia hopes to 
produce nearly eighteen tonnes 
of bay oil, or almost twice the 
amount produced last year.

As many as 73 out ol tiio 
2,702 asteroids included In the 
1984 "Ephemcrides ol Small 
Pin nets” yearbook have been 
named after the geographic 
landmarks of the Soviet Union. 

Small planets are named after 
Soviet constituent republics, 
major cities and rivers. There 
are asteroids called Moscow, 
Leningrad, Ktov, Kolkhtda, Sibe- 
ria, Tyumcniya, Volga and An- 
gara. 

Small planet No. 2700 is 
known as Baikonur, the Soviet 
space centre, from which Yuri 
Gagarin started off on the 
world's first space trip, in April 
1961.

PHOTOGRAPHIC FILM 
DISPOSES WITH SILVER 

A new type of photographic 
film requiring no silver. Is not 
ruined by exposure to light, as 
invisible ultraviolet rays are 
needed for the image to appear. 

These so-called "dlasotype'' 
films on u lavsan plastic baso 
were jointly designed by scient- 
ists from two elites, Kazan and 
Kiev. The Diacont paper In- 
vented by the scientists lias high 
resolution and Is completely Tree 
Irom veil. Tha new photographic 
materials are to be widely used 
In many branches of the Soviet 
national economy. They will re- 
place most or tho traditional 
photographic films based on sil- 
ver. 

ELECTRIC TRAIN 
IMPROVED MODEL 

Tests are being carried out 
on an unusual model of electric 
locomotive under the watchful 
eya of experts from tho All- 
Union Research Institute of Rail- 
way Transport together with 
the laboratory of general aero- 
dynamics from tlio Mechanical 
Engineering Institute uLlacliori Id 
Moscow State University. Fast- 
ened to the roof of flic model Is 
insulated start-slop electrical 
equipment. While it has no c-i- 
fvet on conventional slow -speed 
commuter trains, when placed 
on the roof of a high-speed 
ER-200 locomotive, this bulky 
piece o[ equipment sharply In- 
creases air resistance at speeds 
n round 200 kilometres, and this, 

In turn. Increases consumption 
ot electricity. 

As It Is difficult to get a mod- 
el to go al 200 km/h Lhe tests 
arc carded out in a wind tunnel 
where the model is subjected lo 
resistance equivalent to that 
which It would have to with- 
stand 1! It were to travel at 
high speed along rails. 

LASER CURES ULCERS 

An alliance between doctors 
and physicists has led to a new 
method of treatment for ulcere 
by means of a copper vapour 
laser, says Anatoly Loginov, 
chief of the Central Research 
Institute dl Gastroenterology. 
The laser is no novelty in me- 
dicine. However so far it has 
not been used in gaBlroentero- 
logy. We are using It to slop 
haemorrhaging, to remove po- 
lyps from the stomach and to 
treat ulcers, Tha first results 
show that it considerably 
speeds up the cure of ulcers. A 
two-monlb period, for example, 
is reduced to two weeks. 

'UNDISTURBED' ZONE 
IN THE MOUNTAINS 

A large area in the Central 
Tien Shan mountainous region 
has been proclaimed a prohi- 
bited zone, Mora than fifty hec- 
tares of the Naryn-Tau Rangs 
and the rare animals and birds 
Inhabiting tbe area found in the 
Red Data Book ore being given 
state protection.

Do we need an Iron- and -steel 
industry baso east of Lake Bai- 
kal? Two or three decades ago, 
this question was usually ans- 
wered In ihe negative. The small 
needs ol tho region In metal — 
slightly less than one million 
tonnes a year — were fully met 
by the output from two small 
mills, one in the Clilla Region 
and tlio oilier in ilie Khabarovsk 
Territory, nud by the metal 
brought from the west of Hie 
Soviet Union, 

The sll nation begun Lu change 
over Hie past ten to II (teen 
years, when Intense development 
of eastern parts of this ccrailty 
began. The almost completed 
3,200 kilometres Baikal- Amur 
Railway brings lo life a bilge, 
1.6-nilllloii-squai'c-k[loiiicl re lcr- 
lliory In Eastern Siberia and lhe 
Tar East rich lit coni, h on-ore, 
non-ferrous and rare metals, gas 
end other mineral resources. 
Severn! industrial complexes are 
In bo established there lo penult 
Ilia full use of Iho natural 
wealth of the region ot I lie lens I 
expense pass I bio. The llr&t nf 
them, lira Smith Yakutlau, Is al- 
ready under construction. 

In the Far Eastern Economic 
Region, which Includes tlio south 
ol the YakutLou Autonomous Re- 
public, the Amur Region and 
lbo Khabarovsk Territory, more 
than twenty Iron- ore deposits 
have been discovered. Tho larg- 
est Iron-ore reserve Is believed 
lo bo concentrated in the Aldan 
iron-ore province hi lira south 
ot Yakutia. Its reserves are 
estimated to be 20-23 thousand 
million tonnes. The South Aldan 
and Cbaro-Tokkln regions have 
been prospected In detail. Eith- 
er ol these can serve as a raw 
material base for the establish- 
ment of a new centre of Iron- 
and-atoel Industry in the East- 
ern Soviet Union. 

The South Aldan Region is in 
Iho most advantageous position, 
lying only 00-100 kilometres 
from the South Yakulian cord 
field ivltb estimated reserves of 
more than 40,000 million tonnes 
o! coal. Here, the Neryunorl 
coal field Is already being de- 
veloped. 

Such favourable conditions as 
the unique proximity between 
the Iron-ore and the coal Held, 
the fluxes, refractory materials, 
moulding sands and other auxi- 
liary raw materials extracted 
close at hand, and the vicinity 
of the Lene-Vllyul gas-bearing 
provinces make South Yakutia 
the most reliable raw material 
base for tbe Far Eastern iron- 
and-steel Industry. In time, the 
Soviet Union will have a pow- 
erful base lor heavy Industry 
In this region, the biggest In 
the country after Donbass, the 
Urals, and Kuzbass, 

The expert*, who know the 
region well also suggest the 
construction of qnly one main 
mill to produce Iraq and steel 
In South Yakutia In the Immedi- 
ate vicinity of the iron-ore and 
- coal deposits. They also suggest 
that rolling mills he built id Iht 
western and .eastern ^ sections of

The actor has played more Ilian 70 film roles. 
He can be ranked among the representatives of 
tho so-called "author's 11 cinema. But at the same 
lime he never ventures lo build tlie character of 
his hero colncldenlly with the human qualities 
Inherent In the actor. 

Not all the films of Dzhlgarkhanyan are 
equally good. But this cannot be achieved when 
he plays such a great ntunber ol parts. Some- 
times actors hear reproaches from audiences to 
the effect that In chasing after a new part they 
are not always discriminating. I believe Hits is 
pralty much up lo the Individual— some actors 
relegate themselves to only working In Ihe 
theatre. For others permanent work In films, TV 
and radio Is quite normal. It mobilizes Hie aclor, 
gives hhu strength and sharpens Ills inlnd. Take 
away from him all Ibis for long periods and 
IIib aclor will simply go stale. 

This Is exactly how Armen Dzhlgarkhanyan 
works. He takes each new role as an opportunity 
lo make a new step forward In his profession 
and to obtain new experience as an aclor and a 
human being. Of courBe, along this road the 
actor faces not only successes but also failures 
and mlslukes but, as Iho saying goes, only he 
who does no work, will make no mistakes.
